The opinion 
that Nissen was lost became general 
when it was found that after 24 hours 
of silence there was still absolutely no 
word from the inventor, who some 
years ago shot the whirlpool rapids of 
Niagara Falls in a barrel. He has not 
been sighted by any vessel. 
He has 


not, 
so far as is reported, drifted 


ashore at any point. 
His relatives 


have heard nothing. Possibility of Nis- 
sen's smothering to death was consid- 
ered more definitely when it was 
learned that his only supply of air was 
that pumped into the "'Foolkiller" be- 
fore the craft was launched.

St. Louis, Dec. 1.—The final day of 


the Louisiana 
Purchase exposition 


was fittingly observed today, and St. 
Louis attended en masse. The day 
had been set aside as a holiday, a 
great number of the business houses 
were closed, and the concluding hours 
of the exposition were made memor- 
able in the history of the great world's 
fair. It was known as "Francis day," 
and President David R. Francis was 
the guest of honor. 
The exercises of 


the day commenced at 11 o'clock on 
the Plaza St. Louis. Mayor Wells-pre- 
sented. President Francis, who deliv- 
ered his farewell address. Following 
this there was an international parade 
and special entertainments were held 
in each of the large exhibit palaces. 
At 5 p. m. ^President Francis will be 
accorded a reception of a general na- 
ture in the house of the board of lady 
managers. At 10:13 p. m. minute guns 
will begin firing and continue until 
midnight, the general display of fire- 
works also adding to the closing fea- 
tures. Promptly at midnight the illu- 
mination wJU^ba—tJimefl off, art£ the 
world's fair will have formally ended.

pate at This Time—Answers o? 


the Dowers. 


Washington, Dec. 1.—The Russian 


reply to Secretary of State Hay's cir- 
cular note to the powers of Oct. 23 
last, inviting (.hem in the name of the 
president to reassemble in conference 
at The Hague "to complete the post- 
poned work of the first 
conference," 


was delivered verbally to Secretary 
Hay by Count Cabsmi, the 
Rus-'f-'an 


ambassador. The ambassador was re- 
quested by his government to say that 
Russia heartily accepted in principle 
the invitation to a second conference 
at The Hague and gladly associated 
herself with the American government 
in its effort to complete the mission 
of the first great assembly convened 
under the leadership of the Russian 
emperor. The ambassador 
was fur- 


ther requested to say that, while tho 
Russian 
government 
very 
sincerely 


cherished these views, it did not con- 
sider the moment opportune for the 
convening of such a conference, and it 
therefore must withhold its iurmal ac- 
ceptance of the invitation until the 
v.'ar in the far east was at an end. 


Secretary Hay and Count Cassini 


were in conference for nearly an hour 
The ambassador was careful to assure 
the secretary that 
hi.-, 
government 


welcomed the invitation of the presi- 
dent as an additional ovidenre of the 
American goveinment's 
appreciation 


of the beneficent results of the first 
conference. 
Secretary Hay thanked 


the ambassador ior the cordiality with 
which the declaration of Russia's ad- 
herence in principle to the proposition, 
has been conveyed to the American 
go\ eminent, 
and 
assured 
him 
he 


would forthwith tian^mit the reply to 
the president. 


Although 
different 
in 
form, 
the 


Russian reply doe.-, not difler in effeet 
from that of Great Britain, France anil 
the other European powers, practical- 
ly all of which already have answered 
the invitation. 
While Russia is tho 


first power specifically to suggest a 
postponement until the close of the 
war, all tho powers, 
in expressing 


their approval of the proposition, re- 
served for future pourparlf-rs the time 
when the conference should lie hold. 


It can he -aid that this government 


is well pleased with the reception its 
note has received. The powers signa- 
tory to The Hague convention have 
been officially committed to a second 
conference at some future- time. 
For 


the present it is probable that the 
American government will rest on its 
oars V.'hen the far eastern war enters 
on its final stage this government w i l l 
be pieparerl to follow up it« invitation.

If water is allowed to 
run into the burrow and fill it the ani- 
mal when present can be forced to 
come to the surface to avoid drowning 
and may be easily killed. The best 
remedy for the damage done to lawns 
and grass plots by moles is prompt 
rolling with a heavy roller. By contin- 
ued repetition of this the moles will be 
driven away at le.ist temporarily. 


Moles have few natural enemies. 


Their food consists chiefly of worms 
and insects that live in the ground, and 
their presence in large numbers at any 
place is nn evidence of the abundance

ed by Dr. James Naismith, physical di- 
rector of the University of Kansas, in 
1891 and was first played in 1892 at 
the International Y. M. C. A. Training 
school at Springfield, Mass. It is now 
recognized as the national indoor game. 


Basket ball admirably fills in the 


gap between the football of the fall 
and the baseball of the spring. It is 
beneficial both physically and mental- 
ly. Every muscle in the body is used. 
The brain is alert; the entire system is 
stimulated.

the present time there is probably no 
other that can claim so many points in 
its favor as basket ball. 
From the 


standpoint of the player the game is 
always full of interest.

The same' 
merchant or manufacturer or transporta- 
tion magnate who read with great se- 
riousness Mr. Jjorimer's book and dis- 
tributed it by the armful among his clerks 
anil agents will confess that when he 
wants to experience a genuine joy in 
rending he proceeds to revel in the ab- 
sorbing delights of Darwin's "Origin of 
Species."

fessors, students, merchants, bankers and 
others throughout Japan, asking them to 
name their favorite foreign author. Dar- 
win was found to be the people's choice 
by a large plurality. Carlyle is also wide- 
ly lead in Japan. A work which has en- 
tranced the Japanese mind is the Ency- 
clopaedia Britannica. 


The native Japanese writers trans- 


form dry works of history and scientif- 
ic treatises into works of imagination, 
preserving in these fanciful works the 
name, but not the reality, of the orig- 
inal.

German Interest In South America. 


A newspaper exponent of the kai- 


ser's views, the Leipsic Greuzboten, 
prints a long editorial on American af- 
fairs which can only be taken as evi- 
dence of Germany's real desire for 
South American colonization on a large 
scale. Among othes things, the paper 
says that the United States will halt 
in its southward march at Panama, 
annex Canada at no distant day and 
have its hands full on the northern con- 
tinent 
Then follows this significant 


paragraph: 


Millions of men have been lost to Ger- 


many by emigration. Millions in capital 
have been invested In foreign lands, often 
without having e\'er been recalled to Ger- 
many. How different would it -be if we 
acquired for men and capital colonies of 
cur own that would attract! Only thus 
will Germany, together with her oversea 
possessions, constitute a nation "sufficient 
unto herself, herself producing ail the 
means of life and all the raw materials 
for her industries, and become wholly in- 
dependent of the foreigner. Great Britain 
and the foreigner could not alarm us any 
more. 
We, too, would have become a 


world power. 


A foothold in South America is point- 


ed out as the solution of this problem 
of loss by scattering emigration. The 
Grenzboten expects that the United 
States will abandon the Monroe doc- 
trine in view of the steady growth of 
the German navy, but more especially 
in view 
of domestic complications 


which may interfere with its mainte- 
nance. 
Strangely enough, this organ 


of the great war lord contends that the 
dream of a South American annex to 
the fatherland can be realized through 
a peaceful understanding with the 
United States.

Japan is now floating in New York 


and London a war loan of .$00,000,000, 
which, added to a previous issue of 
bonds to American and English invest- 
ors, makes ?110,000.000 raised abroad 
for military purposes. Russia is in the 
Berlin market for a war loan of £230.- 
000.000. 
By the end of the present 


year Japan and Russia together will 
have shot away $300.000.000. 
Other 


expenses incidental to war will prob- 
ably bring the total expense of the 
year's lighting close to a billion dol- 
lars.
